!t !• too aoon to eatlinat* the easen- 
tial value of thoso labors, and we 
would not be wlae enough to do so 
were tt later. Of their magnitude, 
however, even the ordlnaiT observer 
inlKhl pretend to be a Judge. He wuul t 
estimate them, first, by a physical 
gauge. Considered from the point of 
bodily energy only, what Mr. Wilson 
ha.-f achieved Is quite nstoundlnp. He 
s not a giant; he does not even seem 
ol.u.si, and yet, througli all these ardu- 
ous weeks and months he has made 
long Journeya, aaf through tedious 
ban<iueta, declaimed Innumerable 
epeechea, croeaed the ocean twice and 
made other tiresome journeys; lost 
his s|eei> of nights and almoat litcraby, 
like another Atlas, carried the world 
upon his shoulders. 

To realise the drafts which have 
been made upon his Intellectual energy 
one must review the problems which 
he has been compelled to grapple with, 
rill' fuii.lanient.il ciuestlon, aa to 
whether w^c should enter the war at 
alL r^uired a study of the policies of 
almost every nation upon the globe in 
addition to the effort to comprehend 
the thoughts and wishes of the people 
of these United Statea. Once launched 
upon the mighty enterprise he had to 
measure our national resources, organ- 
ize our army and navy, plan for the 
raising of billions of money and set in 
operation the stupendous inachlnery to 
carry on a war three thousaiul miles 
away. Having epibarked u|.on the 
atupendoua undertaking of forming a 
"League of Nations," he found himself 
confronted by the most tangled web 
of polities which the gigantic spider of 
diplomacy had ever spun and com- 
pelled to measure wita with the aout- 
est mlnda of Europe, Asia and Africa. 
There was scarcely o quarrel which he 
was not compelled to undei-stand and 
to Judge. If not to settle, whether be- 
tween the greatest or smallest nations 
of the world. It can be said without 
the fear of oontradio^on Uutt ^Ince 
time began, no brain haa ever been 
taxed with such innumerable, moinen- 
toua and comple.\ matters for solution. 

And, Anally, as to the atrain upon 
hia nervous system there Is little dan- 
ger of exaggeration. It must have been 
staiiendoua Such responstbUltles were 
never previously put upon a single 
human being. The destinies of 
race reposed upon his Hhoulders. A 
single error might have sent the world 
to ruin. 

We almost think the time haa come 
to change the standard of effort from 
"Herculean labora" to Wllaonlan 
aohleveiinents.

President Wilson arrived In New 

York Tuesday and was accorded tne

A great fleet of 
warships and airplanes met the Oeorge 
Washington at sea and escorted ' the 
ahlp to the pier, where a crowd await- 
ed Ills arrival. A presidential salute 
of twenty-one guns waa flred \vlien the 
ships met the Preslilent's transport. 
A number of high offlciala were on the 
committee that welcomed the Presi- 
dent to America. He left for Wash- 
ington after speaking in New York. 

J'reaident Wiiaon was escorted to 
Carnegie Hall In New York, when his 
ship landed, by a cheering crowd of 
citizens and high public officials. Gov. 
Smith was introduced by Mayor Hy- 
lan.who declared the President brought 
back a treaty worthy of a great na- 
tion. The President .spoke briefly on 
the re.sults accomplished by the Peace 
Conference and the crowds stood and 
cheered until the band played the "Staf- 
Spangled Banner." He left New York 
for Washington late In the afternoon. 
On Thursday he spoke to the United 
.Slates Senate on the subject of the 
peace treaty and the League of Na- 
tions. He will make a tour of the 
country to speak to the people about 
the League if the opponents continue 
their frantic flght.
